Bossion of thorn. I once administered chlo- 
roform to a nowspnpor man, and ha re- 
peated poutry for fully half an hour, giving 
tho lines with fervor and expression.

Whatever is most strongly impressed on a 
man's mind, whatever ho Is living for or 
struggling for, is pretty apt to como to tho 
surface whon Ills outer senses are stoopod in 
repose.

about as tidiculous as the following: 


First, K("lroa<?6 in a city are a public 


nuieftcco. 


Second, The

roads running 


through our city'should be confined to 
two tracks, only extending from the up- 
per to the lower railway bridge. 


Third, All switching should be done 


out ia thocountiy. 


1'ourtb, Ei(jht extra mounted flagmen 


should be employed and stutioued two 
blocks away from the crossings and in- 
structed to keep a sharp lookout Tor ve- 
hicles, and when one approaches it shall 
be the duty of tbe mounted force to ride 
with all speed to tho crossing and notify 
the official on guard who shall imme- 
diately signal all moving trains to halt 
until tho wagon goes by. 


Fifth, The employes ot railway cor- 


porations delight in annoying tho public 
generally and nothing does a switchman 
so much good as to blockade a crossing. 


This class of complainants and; many 


others which might be named, have done 
more to retard tho railway interests ot 
our city than any other one cause. .The 
railroads of Janesville have done ^more 
for the growth and developemcnt of the 
city than all other enterprises combined. 
Any thinking man who doubts this broad 
statement may dispel his doubts by con- 
sidering for a Cow moments what the town 
would bo without 
railroads, and ' a 


few moments more might profitably 
bo spent in imagining the possibilities 
which might have developed ao the re- 
bait of a more complete railroad center 
which we lack to-day, as the result ot in 
difference nt tho opportune momenta 
With the natural advantages which we 
possess it is possible to double tho popu- 
lation of our city in the next ten years. 
With a line of factories and warehouse3 
esteiding from Court street to the Mont- 
erey bridge and tho track of tho 0. B. & 
Q. rood running tna whole length oj 
Kivor atrfaet with a passenger depot lo- 
cated within u block of our business 
streets wa will reach a population of 
25,000 on tbo census rolls otlSOO. 


Tbo Gazette does not countenance 


roeklfieueKB or lawlessness on the part 
of 
our railway corporations. Every 


prominent crossing should bo guarded 
by gates, uud every engineer discharged 
who shall persist iu blowing the whistle 
within (he city limits except in cases of 
danger. 
But tho indiscriminate and 


persistent growling about railroads and 
employes becomes not only monotonous, 
but is detrimental. 


Tho good will of a railway corporation 


is worth much to any city. Let ua treat 
tbe roads we lave with a spirit of fair- 
ness.-to which at least they are entitled.

A writer in theOshkoeh Northwestern

volunteers, which went put from Mnrti- 
son in 1861, liad for ito first colonel, 
Joseph Van Dor. Tan Dor wns given u 
colonel's commission on tbe strength oC 
his assertion that he had been a major in 
the Hungarian army, 
No sooner hml 


the regiment got to the front tbun it was 
discovered tbat Van Dor was so ignorant 
of the simplest army tactics aa to create 
great dissatisfaction in the regiment. 
Tho 
men 
stood it as Ion? as they 


could and finally every officer in tha 
regiment, except Dr. Palmer, signed 
a petition asking him to resigo. This 
nearly broke his heart, and lie called i>r, 
Palmer to his tent for consultation. Dr. 
Palmer told him that it was evident to 
all the regiment that ho was luuum- 
potent, und eaicl to him, "Why, you rep- 
resented whan you were commissioned, 
that you bad been a major in tha Hungn- 
rian army." To which Van Dor replied: 
"YesI voe u major,bull vas u druta- 
major." The honesty of tho colonel uuil 
the joke ot the situation was embarrass- 
ing to tha other officers of the reginieut. 
They did not wish to have him removed 
by ordinary methods, or burtliisfeeiings 
Accordingly Dr. Palmer and one or two 
other officers went to Wnsbington und 
laid tbe situation before Prosidont Lin- 
coln. There happened to bo a vacauny 
juat then in the consulship to ths Sand- 
wich islands, Mr. Lincoln sect Von 
Dor's name over to tho senate as consul 
to tbatconntry. The senate immediately 
confirmed it, the commission iu tho nieau- 
tirae had been made out and signed, and
